PENALTY FOR HAREORING A 
age FUGITIVE FROM JUSTICE 


Following is the law on the question of harboring a fugitive from ‘jus- 
tice and the penalty which shall be exacted therefor: 

Section 2365.~-ACCESSORIES AFTER THE FACT, WHO ARE.—Every 
person not standing in the relation of husband or wife, parent or grand- 
parent, child or grandchild, brother or sister, by consanguinity or affinity, 
who shall be convicted of having concealed any offender after the commis- 
sion of any felony, or of having given to such offender any other aid, know- 
ing that he had qgmmitted a felony, wit. the intent and in order that he 
may escape or-avoid arrest, trial, convic ion or punishment, other, 
shall be deemed an accessory after the fact, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary not exceeding five years, or 1ie in

His child lying dead at home, himself in 
prison, with no prospect of obtaining a 
bondsman, former Delegate Gutke indeed 
was in sore straits. 

Ed Butler appealed to Judge Douglas to 
permit him te@ sign Gutke’s bond. The court 
firmly declined, telling Butler that he al- 
ready had reached the HMmit set by the 
court in sureties for the men arrested in 
connection with the bribery and perjury 
cases. 

“But Mr. Gutke may go fome for a rea- 
sonable time,’ said the court, “in charge 
of a deputy sheriff.’’ 

Then the court issued an. order permit- 
ting the prisokKer to go home on the terms 
stated. 


BERSCH TO GO TO JAIL. 

“I won't go,” said Gutke, “under sucb 
eircumstances. I will remain in jail rath- 
er than go home in charge of an officer.’’ 

Edmund Bersch, who was bailed out by 
Ed Butler last week without going to jai, 
heard of the situation. He immediately 
went to the Four Courts. 

“Bersch came to me,” said Ed Butler, 
“and proposed that he go to jail. He 
Wanted me, as his bondsman, to turn him 
over io the jaller ard withdraw tiny bond, 
in order that ithe court might accept me 
as surety for Gutke in the same sum, $4,- 
uw, and let Gutke go home and bury his 
bor. 

Bersch then went to Judge Deugles and 
made the same proposition. Ed Butler had 
acquiesced and said he would try to ar- 
runge the matter with the judge. 

VISITS GUTKE IN PRISON, 

When Butler went to Judge Douglas to 
ascertain if such an arrangement might 
not be made, Bersch went down into the 
jail to talk with GutkKe, 

While he was there the Post-Dispatch 
asked him if it was true that he had of- 


‘fered himself as a substitute prisoner for 
| Gutke. 


ersch refused to discuss the matter di- 
but he said: 

“Il would do anything in the world for 
Gutke or any other man in this situation.

Gray, who retired from the United States 
supreme bench last month, died of paralysis 
dent dn Nahant this morning of paralysis, 
at the age of 74. He had been in poor 
health for some time. Since his retirement 
he had been staying at his summer home. 

Justice Gray retired from the supreme 
bench g. 11 of this year, and was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes of

Suddenly the House changed front and 
passed the bill. How much expressions of 
public sentiment had to do with their ac- 
jion is a question not yet settied. It has 
newer been charged that the World's Fair 
management attempted to unduly influence 
the legislators, but strong private interests 
were at work in favor of the selection of 
thé Forest Park site, and many who have 
watched the House's movements closely be- 
lieve that without the ald of these inter- 
este the bill would not have passed. 


‘WANTED JOBS FOR FRIENDS. 
The House next held for a long time the 
temporary appropriation bill, delaying the 
pay *f city employes three months, and 
thereby adding vastiy to the revenue of 
“money sharks,” who preyed voraciously 
on the unpaid clerks, bookkeerers and 
Graftsman in the city offices. Boodling 
was not suspected in this case, however, as 
the onlv desire evinced by the House was 
to coerce Mayor Wells into appointing their 
friends to office. In this their success was 
not notable. 


THE GARBAGE SCANDAL. 

Widespread suspicions of corruption were 
aroused by the House's handling of garbage 
reduction measures. Here the interest of 
the contractor, the St. Louis Sanitary Co., 
lay not in having a bill passed, but In de- 
laying action for so long that no chance 
of competition would be left. This interest 
was faithfully subserved by the House's 
course of action. 

Almost as soon as he took office, Mayor 
Wells sent to the Assembly a message fa- 
voring municipa! garbage reduction, and 
Bsugeesting that steps be taken to buy the 
Sn Louis Sanitary Co.'s plant or build one 
like it. 

The Council promptly passed a bill for 
the employment of an expert to appraise 
thé sanitary plant and report whether it 
wonld be cheap®r to buy it or build another. 
The House held the bill for several weexs, 
Ea Butler being a frequent visitor at the 
Howse clerk's office meinwhile, and finally 
killed the bill after a ‘hearing’ of sani- 
tary company officials 

No time remained for further consider- 
ation of municipal ownership, and the 
Comincll paésed-a bill for the letting of a 
corttract. The House took the Dill, held 
it awhile, sent_it back with amendments, 
and repeatedly refused to concur in the 
Compcil’s actign., Finally, a short time be- 
fore the time:.for the new contract, the 
Hewse yielded and passed the bill in the 
fotm in which it left the Council. 

The result was pretisely what had been 
expécted and predicted. The sanitary com- 
panty, represented in the public mind by 
Ed’ Rutler, doubled its previous bid, the 
Board of Health had no alternative but 
to Approve the contract, and the company 
now kets $130,000 a year from the city, in- 
stead of $65,000, as formerly. 


STREET BILLS KILLED. 

Indignation against the House came to a 
climax when more than a score of street 
improvement bills, all specifying a certain 
kina of pavement, were summarily killed. 
An tndignation meeting, held at the Jef- 
ferson Club, was attended by Republicans 
as well as Democrats, and the vigorous ex- 
pressions of the gathering were unmis- 
takable. The House reconsidered its ac- 
tion and complied with the demand for pub- 
lic improvement by pass'ng the bills. 

During the Sweeney-Fontana regime, the 
action of the House which has most 
arqused the public has been the defeat of 
the street car bill, ‘containing a complete 
set’ of regulations for street car schedules 
and intervals of time, and imposing many 
saféguards in the public interest. This mea- 
sure was recommended by Mayor Wells, 
and was passed by the Council without 
amendment. 

The St. Louls Transit Co. was known to 
be opposed to the measure. The House 
killed it by a solid combined vote, without 
a ‘word regarding the merits of the mea- 
sure. 

The only reason given by any of the com- 
bine for their votcs was that they wished 
to humiliate Kelly, who was not at that 
time in. the combine, and who had posed 
as.the champien of the bill, 

A few, notably Fontana, said that they 
opposed the bill because of hostility to the 
niayor. These explanations have not dis- 
posed of reports that the House had more 
substantial reasons for its action than 
those of sentiment. 

Measures of the same eort have since 
been introduced, and have been summarily 
killed. 

If the reports about corrupt influences af- 
feciing the defeat of the street car bill 
are true, it is believed that Ed Murrell, 
who i8 a state’s witness, can tell the grand. 
jury the facts. As to the garbage bill and 
other measures,- Hannigan and Denny are 
in a position to know what took place. 

If charges ehould be estatlished against 
all the combine men in the present House, 
@nig a half dozen at most would remain 
unindicted and a quorum might be per-- 
manentiy lacking.

But I am willing to let this prisoner go 
home for a reasonable period, under guard."

The retiremerft of Justice Gray was due 
to ill health. In the last few months he has 
suffered two severe strokes of apoplexy, 
which rendered him incapable of contin- 
uing his services in the United States Su- 
preme Court, where for 20 years his opin- 
ions have taken a high rank. 

Justice Gray's custom, when the court 
was in session, was to walk up Pennsy!- 
vania avenue from the Capitol to his home, 
and his stalwart frame and distinguished 
carriage became familiar to the citizens 


of Washington. Immediately after the 


‘court adjourned, he, would start with Jus- 
tices Harian, Brown and Brewer for a daily 
walk. A year,ago, he became too feeble 
to waik with his colleagues. 

The selection of Justice Holmes to suc- 
ceed Justice Gray is the first change made 
in the Surreme Court since t appoint- 
ment of Justice McKenna, of Cdlifornia, in 
| President McKinley's first administration. 
|There are three Democratic members of 
ithe court—cC.uuwef Justice Melville W. Fuller 
of Illinois, Justices Edward Douglass 
| White of Louisiana, and Rufus W. Feck- 
ham of New York. They were appointed 
by President Cleveland. Justices a.lan 
and White represent the South, Justices 
Fuller, Brewer and McKenna the West, 
and Justices Brown, Pecknam, Shi as an 
Holmes the Fast. With the appoiniment o 
Justice Holmes, the number of Harvard 
men on the Supreme Court bench will 
remain three, as at present. 

Justice Gray had been at Nahant, Mass., 
his summer home, for sometime. He was 
remarkably exact and deliberate in his 
methods. and spent considerable time in the 
preparation of his decisions. His specialty 
was will cases, although he took part in 
the consideration of many of the most im- 
2»0rtant issues which came before the court. 

e was with the majority of the court ‘n 
the decisions in the income“tax cases and 
the insular test suits. Another important 
case of recent date was that growing out 
of the Spanish-American war, in which 
Justice Gray decided against the mght of 
the government to seize certain fishing 
smacks, the property of Cubans, which the 
United States authorities believed were 
Five aid and assistance to the enemy. 

ustice Gray was always an ardent Repub- 
lican. Like his successor in office, he was 
chief justice of the Supreme Court of Mas- 
sachusetts before his appointment to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Justice Gray had been associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United States 
since 1882. He was appointed by President 
Arthur to succeed Justice Clifford. He was 
born in’ Boston on March 24, 1828. He at- 
tended the schools of Boston, and in 1845 
was graduated from Harvard. He then 
spent many months in European travel. 
On his return he entered the Harvard Law 
School, being graduated in the class of °49. 
His practical law education was obtained in 
the office of Judge Lowell and he was ad- 
mitted to the assachusetts bar in 1851. 
While still a young man he was a delegate 
to the first state convention of the Free 
Soil party and was actively assoclated with 
Charles Sumner and Charles Francis Ad- 
ams. His first position was that of re- 
porter of the decisions of the supreme court 
of his state, to wh'ch he was appointed on 
March 3, 1854. He held this place until] 1861, 
ii volumes of the standard law library size 
constituting “‘Gray’s Reports.’”’ He had in 
the meantime formed a law partnership 
with Judge E. R. Hoar. On — 24. 1864 
he was appointed associate justice of the 
supreme court of Massachusetts by Gov. 
Andrew, and in 1873 he succeeded Reuben 
A. Chanman as chief justice. 

Judge Gray’s next honor was his a point- 
ment to the Supreme Court of t e Te nited 
States on Dec. 20, 1881. His judicia] del v- 
erances have included opinions on the in- 
terpretation of wills, wers of courtm -- 
tial and the jrricd*ction of the Unitei 
States over the Guano Is'ands. 

Physically, Justice Gray was one of the 
biggest men on the Supreme bench, we g?- 
ing probably 250 pounds and reachn’ a 
height of 6 feet 2 inches. Justice G ay was 
the personification of jud'cial dign'fy and 
prices himse!f on his position. He was 

oth rich and blue-blooded. Grav's erand- 
father made a fortune in sh'p-bul'ding. an? 
he had at one time 60 square-rigged ships 
on the ocean. He was born ‘n Mas-cachu- 
setts in 1730, and he was, when he died the 
richest man in the state. It is from him 
that a part of Justice Gray’s wealth comes 


SCORES THE AMERICAN JAILS 


Gen. Brinkerhoff Says They Are es 
Bad as Siberia’s—Criticises 
St. Louis’ Bastile. 


“There are as bad prisons in America as 
in Siberia,’’ said General Roehloff Brinker- 
hoff, chairman of the Ohio State Board of 
Charities in Philadelphia, Sunday. ‘“‘The 


St. Louis jail, where there is no separation 

of prisoners, is a case in point. The aver- 

age American jail is a training school for 
minais.”’ 

This severe arraignment of the St. Louis 
city jail was an incident in a conversation 
between delegates to the convention of the 
National Prison Association, now in ses- 
}sion at Philadelphia. 

Gen. Brinkerhoff is one of the most prom- 
nent delegates. He said further: ‘] have 
been in jails in every state in the union 
except South Dakota, and I have also in- 
spected prisons in France, Germany. Italy 
Belgium, Switzerland, England, Ireland. 
Scotiand, and in fact, nearly every coun- 
try in Europe. I have also investigated 
prison conditions in Canada and Mexico. 

“While there are some excellent prisons 
in this country, they are the exception 
rather than the rule, and although America 
is lacking in high-grade penal institutions. 
the principal fault is that we have no 
trained service, and this is due to politics. 
In Ohio it used to be that with every new 
administration every one went out of the 
prison except the prisoners. 

“The prisoners in the average American 
jail usually comprise two or three old 
crooks and a number of young fellows. if 
the latter are not made criminals for life. 
it is not because the government has not 
given them a chance for that career.’’

MILLIONAIRE STRATTON DEAD 


Poor When He Made Cripple Creek 
Strike Eleven Years Ago, He 
; Leaves Over $15,000,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., Sé@pt. 15.— 
Winfield S. Stratton, the Colorado Springs 
carpenter, who made millions in the mines 
at Cripple Creek, died last night after a 
long Illness. 

His wealth ts estimated at from $15,000,000 
to $50.000,.0n. With the exception of a lib- 
eral allowance for charity. it will all go to 
his sister, Mrs. Jennie Cébb of Ban Jose, 
Cal. 

Mr. Stratton was born at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., in 1848. After an education in the 
city schools of Jeffersonvi.le he mastered 
the carpenter’s trade. He came to Colo- 
rado Springs in 1872. For 30 years he has 
been interested in mining, being a pros- 
pector in various Colorado camps before he 
opened the famous Independence bonanza. 

In April, 1891, after having seen some 
specimens of gold ore from the Cripple 
Creek d-stric® that impressed him favor- 
ably, he went to’that camp to prospect. 
On the third of July, after weeks of fruit- 
less prospecting. a man who agreed to 
grubstake him having disapvointed him, 
Stratton decided to go to Cripple Creek and 
stake out a claim om his own account. He 
rode the 35 miles from this city to the camp 
on horseback and itn the morning of’ the 
Fourth of Ju'y, 1891, staked out the Inde- 

endence bonanza and Washington claims. 

he Independence gave him or ginal assays 
of $380 to the ton, and. in 1892, he leased 
and bonded the Washington for $80,000. The 
Independence yielded Stratton millions, and, 
in 1898, was sold byehim for $10,000,000, he 
hos ya however, a very considerable im 
erest.

A FAIR DIVISION. 


In a recent epeech Speaker Henderson said: 

“There is one problem the Republican party must look into 
with a view to finding a solution, and that is the problem of a 
more equitable division of the fruits of the toil of the two part- 
ners in the industrial enterprise—eapital and labor.”

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Okra With Rice. 

Wash a quart of fresh young okra pods 
and slice them thin. Peel two solid, ripe 
tomatoes and cut tnto slices; the 
seeds from a red pepper pod and cut pod 
into fine strips; peel and slice an onion, 
then chop it coarsely. Put all together into 
a porcelain-lined saucepan with half a cup 
of butter or quarter pound of sak, fat 
pork, cover and let cook gently for half an 
hour. Wash a half pound of rice and boil 
in plenty of salted water. When okra and 
rice is done and seasoned to taste put okra 
in center of @ hot dish with a border of 
rice around it and serve very hot. 


Stuffed Peppers a la Champlain. 

Take green sweet peas, wash and wipe 
them dry, then blanch until tender in deep 
hot fat. When done wipe the skins with 
soft cloth, cut off the stem end and scoop 
out the seeds. For five peppers make fol- 
lowing mixture: Chop third of a cup of 
shallots and fry them in an ounce of but- 
ter, adding half a can of mushrooms, 
chopped fine. Moisten with tomato sauce, 
well seasoned and thickened with bread 
‘crumbs. Fill the peppers with this miz- 


bog cover with bread crumbs and add a 


bit of butter. Bake in a hot oven for 10 
minutes.
